Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children, and is therefore 
deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Act 1993. The 
file is a sexually explicit internet 'in-joke' made up of photos of pre-pubescent children posing 
sexually, with a message promoting their sexual appeal. The file is a record of sexual exploitation. 
It is intended to be shared among individuals over the internet, and will further promote the 
sexual exploitation of children by adults. 

The objectionable classification is prescribed by law, and is a demonstrably justified limit on the 
freedoms contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. It reflects the concern of a free 
and democratic society to protect children from sexual exploitation.
